(3° ye into all the world, and preach 
the gospel to every creature,” so says 
Jesus in Mark 16:15. Shall we, or shall 
we not, preach to all men the glorious 
truths of the gospel? If we are going to 
expect a reward from the One who ut- 
tered these words, then we must obey 
them, not partly but altogether. 

It does not suffice us to preach to our 
congregations here in America, for only 
a small part of God’s creation lives here. 
What are we going to do with the crea- 
tures whom God has made in South 
America, Central America, Mexico, 
Africa, China, India and Japan?

But the good 
missionary lives a life of love and there 
before their eyes are the truths of God’s 
words verified. Then they have courage 
to try for themselves this God of love and 
always it is the same story, “the half has 
never been told.” 


Have you a call to go to them? No? 
Then there is a work you can do. Jesus 
says, “Pray ye therefore the Lord of the 
harvest, that he would send forth labour- 
ers into his harvest.” If you are ngt called 
to go, you may find plenty to do here to 
help those who are called to go. We must 
either go ourselves or help send someone 
else, before we have obeyed the gospel. 


Certainly we, who have not hesitated 
to accept freely the gift of God’s only 
Son, His most prized possession, into our 
hearts, cannot be so thoughtless and, may 
I say selfish, as to try to measure another 
man’s soul with meager dollars and cents! 
The sinner who himself has not felt the 
cleansing power of Jesus’ blood might be 
excused for thinking of the cost of get- 
ting the gospel to them, the danger of 
death by disease, by wild animals or by

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Question: What do the four beasts 
represent in the 19th chapter of Revela- 
tion, 4th verse? also the beast in the 3rd 
chapter of Jonah, 7th and 8th verses? Are 
they the same or not?—Mrs. E. D. 


Answer: The mention of thé four 
beasts is first found in Revelation 4:8. 
In both of these places the margin renders 
it living creatures. Most Bible scholars 
think that these beasts represent  re- 
deemed saints as they are both day and 
night ascribing praise, honor, and glory 
to God. The beast of the third chapter of 
Jonah referred to the domestic animals of 
the city of Nineveh which were required 
to fast the same as the people. 


Question: Please explain 1 Cor. 14:27- 
36, especially the 34th and 35th verses.— 
Mrs. R. J. 


Answer: To begin with, the church at 
Corinth was evidently in confusion re- 
garding the gifts, therefore Paul takes 
three chapters, 12th 13th, and 14th, of 
1 Corinthians, to explain and unfold the 
mystery concerning them. It is explained 
that if any have the gift of tongues there 
should also be the gift of interpretation, 
and the operation of these gifts should 
be by two or by the most three, the same 
being true with the gift of prophecy. 
Verse 34 describes that the women are not 
to take a leading part or to exercise any 
authority over the men, but are to be in 
obedience. It was at that time a shame for 
them to be otherwise. 


Question: Please explain the meaning 
of the twelve foundations of the wall of 
the city. Rev. 21:19.—F. W. Y. 

Answer: “Twelve” is one of the num- 
bers used in the divine plan. God’s chos- 
en people, Israel, were divided into twelve 
tribes, which emanated from the twelve 
patriarchs. Jesus chose twelve apostles. 
In the reclamation of Israel these are to 
sit on twelve thrones judging the twelve 
tribes. The city is built after the same 
plan or scheme, with twelve foundations 
and twelve gates, etc. It is a beautiful 
line well followed. 

Question: Please explain Acts 9:7; 22:

Answer: No there is no contradiction 
existing in the scriptures mentioned. A 
contradiction has been imagined in these 
two and Acts 26:14, however, the three 
statements should be taken together. The 
men heard the “voice” as a sound (Greek, 
phone) but did not hear the “voice” as 
articulating the words “Saul, Saul, why 
persecutest thou me?” etc. 
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Victory For The Church 


This is the headline and part of 
an article from the Evangel: Sw- 
preme Court Reverses Decision in 
Bradley Case. Tallahassee, May 3.— 
The state Supreme Court, in a de- 
cision handed down Saturday, af- 
firms that there is no statute in 
Florida making it a felony for a 
parent to fail to provide medical 
attention for a child. The point was 
decided-in the appeal of James 
Bradley of Suwannee County who 
was convicted in 1918 on an in- 
dictment charging that he failed to 
provide proper medical treatment 
after his minor daughter, Bertha, 
had been so severely burned that she 
died. The supreme court reversed 
the lower court, claiming that the 
statutes do not cover- the case and 
that manslaughter also fails to cov- 
er it,the decision reading: ‘Nor 
can it be said that the allegations 
or proofs show that any culpable 
negligence of the father caused the 
killing of the child. Manifestly the 
death of the child was caused by 
the accidental burning in which the 
father had no part. The attention 
of a physician may or may not have 
prevented the burning from caus- 
ing the death of the child, but the 
absence of medical attention did 
not cause the killing of the child, 
even. if the failure or refusal of the 
father to provide medical attention 
was culpable negligence, within the 
intent of the statute.” 

This is-certainly a victory for 
Florida as well as elsewhere. We are 
sure the laws of our country are 
good for us and will give us protec- 
tion in almost every case if we can 
only get the information properly 
before the courts. This we are al- 
ways able to do when we are given 
a chance. A few more of this kind 
of decisions by the supreme court 
will put a stop to our enemies who 
are prejudiced against us, trying to 
get up cases against us. We have 
been accused of being lawbreakers 
and a few more cases like this will 
surely convince the courts that we 
are lawabiding citizens and that 
the other fellows are the law-break- 
ers.—R. P. Johnson.

TELLS OF TRIP TO HAITI 


It is impossible for me to do justice 
to a description of my trip to Haiti. The 
great religion enthusiasm and high qual- 
ities which the native converts possessed 
were far beyond my expectations. 

My first contact with them was with 
a group of seventeen Bible students who 
were working in the yard as I entered 
the school. They were making prepara- 
tions for the convention. As I stepped 
up, they all stood erect and greeted me. 
I could not understand their language, 
but one could readily see that beneath 
the surface was a big heart aglow with 
the love of God. A few months before, 
these boys were in darkness and sin, but 
now have put on the “new robe within 
and without,” and stood there neatly 
dressed with a happy expression on their 
faces. If nothing else had been accom- 
plished in Haiti by the Church of God 
and the efforts of Brother and Sister Klu- 
zit, this alone would have been worth- 
while. But this is only a “drop in the 
bucket.” 


We next stepped across the street to 
the orphanage where the little homeless 
tots have been taken in by the Church 
of God and are being trained for God 
and right. One’s heart could not help 
being touched by the smiles of these 
very small children who a little later 
gave me a grand reception and welcome. 
Many of them sang _ songs and made 
speeches of welcome in English. 


The next day, Saturday, April 13, was 
the first day of the convention for the 
Petion-Ville and Port-au-Prince districts. 
At night there was a service at which 
hundreds gathered to sing, pray and 
praise the Lord. Many who had come in 
from the more distant churches stayed 
up all night to pray and sing in the 
church. Those who were more tired out 
from their long march in the blazing sun 
slept in chairs, benches, and on the ce- 
ment floor. 

The service started early Sunday morn- 
ing with a double wedding of people who 
had been living together and had now 
become Christians and felt that they 
should be legally married. Then ninety- 
three were baptized. Because of the 
scarcity of water, all the water had to 
be carried in buckets until a pool could 
be filled deep enough to baptize. This

service was followed by the reception of 
members into the Church. There were 
so many present and the place was so 
crowded that those uniting with the 
church marched by in a long line while 
Brother and Sister Kluzit, Brother Favre, 
Pastors Deshommes, Mathurin, and Jus- 
tin, and myself stood in front to give 
them the right hand of fellowship. These 
members were not people who had just 
been saved in a revival and will not be 
heard of any more, but they were con- 
verts who for months had been wanting 
to come into the Church and had been 
proving themselves worthy. Some of them 
had been waiting for two years. A young 
man who is the native assistant in the 
Bible School, Brother Remus, was then 
ordained to the ministry, after which the 
churches gave their reports. 


According to the reports, most of the 
members have been filled with the Holy 
Ghost. The church at Bizoton, of fifty- 
five members, have all received the Holy 
Ghost. There are more than three times 
as many members now as last year, with 
more than eight hundred waiting to 
come into the Church. During all the 
services there were several faithful sis- 
ters who had been preparing the dinner 
for this big gathering. Two hundred and 
twenty-five pounds of rice and beans 
had been cooked on open fires in four ten- 
galldn kettles, besides a number of small- 
er ones. And yet this is only one district 
and not the largest one in Haiti. I will 
not take time to go into details about 
the many services, but we were in a 
service nearly every day and night. The 
services were always well attended and 
full of life, with people being baptized 
with the Holy Ghost. At different places 
we stopped for baptismal services and 
to receive members into the Church. At 
one place only four had passed the exam- 
ination out of a group of thirty candi- 
dates, which will show you how careful 
they are to keep the Church clean. If 
the others will live sanctified lives for 
a few months and thus prove that they 
are newly born then they can be admit- 


ted. 


Brother and Sister Kluzit are very com- 
petent, efficient and enthusiastic work- 
ers. I do not believe that we could find 
better workers anywhere. They are will- 
ing to sacrifice and suffer for the sal- 
vation of the lost of Haiti. At the pres- 





ent time one of their greatest needs is 
a car. It is impossible for them to carry 
on without one. When they returned 
from the Assembly it cost them $80.00 
to get their old car repaired. Just before 
I came they had it checked to see, that 
it was in shape to go to the various con- 
ventions and to the Dominican Repub- 
lic. The second day out, when we were 
only twenty-five miles out from our 
most distant convention, one tire was 
down and both front springs broken, 
and there was only one small garage with- 
in two hundred miles, It took three days 
to get the car fixed. However, we hired 
another car and went on. Just as we 
were starting back, the axle of this car 
broke so that we were held up all day. 
Only twenty miles from our own Car, 
but more than a two-hour drive, which 
will give you some idea of the conditions 
of the roads. 


We reached our car late Thursday 
evening, but had missed the appointment 
at another scheduled mission. The next 
morning we went to LaBorde, a new 
mission where they only have the build- 
ing partly finished, but where a large 
crowd was awaiting us. Most of them 
had been waiting for two hours and many 
of them for three hours before our arriv- 
al. More than two hundred had been con- 
verted in the last few months. Now the 
building has become too small even be- 
fore they could get it finished. 


Friday night, April 19, began the 
Cayes convention. Hundreds came. Thir- 
ty-nine couples were legally married so 
they could be united with the Church. 
One hundred and sixty-five were bap- 
tized in water and came into the Church. 
Each one of them was examined and 
questioned and had to have witnesses to 
testify that they had lived sanctified 
lives since their conversion. A special 
meeting was held for the ministry where 
special instructions were given and then 
the appointments made. 


We started for home just after noon- 
time Sunday, expecting to get in late 
Sunday night and leave early Monday 
for the Dominican Republic where Broth- 
er Sylvestre is anxiously awaiting us. We 
had only been going about an hour on 
our way from Cayes, when an axle broke 
on Brother Kluzit’s car. This is Wednes-

Also that the radio and wireless opera- 
tives on several of our huge liners were 
under the directions of Moscow, Russia. 
It was also shown that many of our 
unions were honeycombed with commun- 
ist agitators. This makes unpleasant read- 
ing but is nevertheless true. REDBOOK 
Magazine and LIBERTY have heretofore 
pointed out their growing influence and 
their placing of their minions in places 
where great damage can be wrought. Let 
Americans look well to their liberty.

The headlines of the war in Norway 
are not encouraging. They bring sad re- 
ports of the failure of the Allies to stop 
the marching Nazi juggernaut. Desperate 
as they may strive, the Germans are out- 
maneuvering and outwitting the Allies 
at every turn. Sweden is between the fry- 
ing pan and the fire. England and France 
have proven their inability to save Nor- 
way and Denmark, and the Swedes are 
afraid to trust their welfare in Allied 
hands. Well, they failed Poland; they 
failed Czechoslovakia; they failed 
Austria; they failed Albania; they failed 
Finland. They are making a fight to save 
Norway, but I fear their efforts are too 
slow and too late. 

The Associated Press of April 24: ‘Los 
Angeles, Calif—Earth shocks were felt 
today at Redondo Beach and Hermosa 
Beach on the Pacific waterfront and also 
at Hawthorne, midway inland toward 
Los Angeles. No damage was reported.” 
The startling frequency of these quakes 
and shocks should serve to arouse people 
from their lethargic condition. 

The typical American girl, according 
to NEWSWEEK, was portrayed last week 
at the National Convention of the 
YWCA: She likes to dance, talk and go 
to shows. Every day she reads the news- 
papers, turning first to the comics, then 
to the front page. Though a regular 
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“churchgoer” she finds religion “unreal.” 
She doesn’t understand how “want can 
exist in a land of plenty.” Well, it is noth- 
ing new that she finds religion “unreal.” 
The milk and water variety so often 
preached today is about as stable as 
branch water. So few of the modern 
girls find their way to a_ holiness 
church, and if they did, would consider 
us emotionally unsound. 


The General Conference of the United 
Methodist Church, meeting for its first 
session as a united body at Atlantic City, 
N. J., had the following to say: “We 
must be more concerned about the plight 
of the share-cropper, the homelessness of 
the migrants, the plight of those in dis- 
tress in the dust bowl, the insecurity of 
the tenants, the millions of youth banked 
up in town and country communities 
without jobs and WITHOUT THE POS- 
SIBILITY OF ESTABLISHING THEM- 
SELVES IN HOMES AND LIVING 
NORMAL LIVES.” Note this terrific in- 
dictment against American Society: 
“THE UNITED STATES HAS AN 
ACTIVE CRIMINAL POPULATION 
OF 4,750,000. Half of these ARE LESS 
THAN 21 YEARS OLD. With many 
debauching influences at work and 15,- 
000,000 young people not belonging to 
any organized religion, the seriousness of 
the situation should be appallingly appar- 
ent.” Please note this also: ““The Mission 
Board said that THE DANGER OF A 
PROGRESSIVE PAGANISM WAS AN 
ACTUALITY RATHER THAN A 
FANCIFUL FEAR. THE CHRISTIAN 
CONSTITUENCY OF AMERICA 
MUST WAKE UP.” Their concern for 
the youth of America is commendable. 
Their concern anent our drifting into 
paganism is also noteworthy. However, if 
they hope to change the habits and char- 
acters of the people THEY MUST 
HAVE SOMETHING MORE THAN 
MERE FORM AND CEREMONY. IT 
TAKES THE APPLICATION OF THE 
BLOOD TO DO THE JOB. THEY 
USED TO PREACH IT. 

A distinguished U. S. Senator made the 
following statement on the floor of the 
Senate at Washington a few days ago: 
“Mr. President, we are coming to the 


‘ point when I do not know whether I am 


at liberty to go out of here and walk 
down the street unless I get a license to do 
it. We are just sitting here and allowing 
bureaus and government agents to gerry- 
mander us to a point where an American 
citizen does not know whether he is free 
or not.” The above statement by Hon. 
Ellison D. Smith of South Carolina 
just about pictures the present-day situa- 
tion.

WHY FOREIGN MISSIONS? 
By Earl A. Cripps 


There are tens of thousands of people 
living within sight of Calvary who nev- 
er heard of Jesus. Of course, this is 
largely due to Mohammedanism which 
began in the sixth century and was re- 
vived again in the thirteenth by the Ot- . 
toman Turks. But what if the Church, 
beginning at Jerusalem, had not sent mis- 
sionaries to Samaria, Judea, and the ut- 
termost parts of the earth—Europe and 
America? We would be in as utter dark- 
ness as they are. So it is up to the “ut- 
termost parts of the earth” to return the 
gospel in all its fulness to Palestine and 
then to the rest of Asia. For Christianity 
is an Asiatic religion and not European or 
American and the Hindus, Chinese, Jap- 
anese, etc. often say, “If the missionaries 
were as good as their Book, they would 
have turned Asia to Christ long ago,” 
meaning, no doubt, that if they had the 
power and miracles that the early Church 
had, the heathen would turn from idols. 
to worship the Jesus God for they would 
know that He whose name made the 
blind to see, the lame to walk, must have 
power to forgive sins. The signs follow- 
ing would also answer the query of the 
Jews, “Is Jesus the Messiah or do we 
look for another?” the same as it did 
John the Baptist when he heard that 
the blind saw, the lame walked and the 
deaf heard, for they would know that 
He fulfills the 53rd chapter of Isaiah and 
is the Messiah. 


Let us send missionaries who are filled 
with the Holy Ghost and who will not 
shun to declare all the counsel of God 
so that He might confirm it with the 
signs following. For we are not only in- 
debted to Jerusalem, the birthplace of 
Christianity, for having it ourselves, but 
to the rest of the world to pass it along. 
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
